_ REPRESENTATIVE DIPLOMATISTS 
DISCUESING THE SITUATION. 

A BELIEF THAT THE DIFFICULTY WILL BE 

' §ETTLED THROUGH THE ARBITRATION 

OF ENGLAND OR AMERICA. 

Loxpon, Sept. 10.—The Paris Temps, in 
an editorial article, recommends that during 
the pendency of the negotiations between M. 
Challemel-Lacour and the Marquis Tseng the 
dispatch of reinforcements to Tonquin should 
be continued with unabated vigor. 

The London Times, commenting upon the 
above recommendation of the Temps, expresses 
hs fear that such action might cause the Chinese 
Government to think that France was only 
trying to gain time, and that it might thwart 
the design by suddenly beginning hostilities. 

The Exchange Telegraph Company’s Paris 
dispatch states that the belief gains ground 
there that the Tonquin question will ultimate- 
ly be settled through the arbitration of Eng- 
land or America. 

The Paris correspondent of the Standard re- 
gards the statements made in the Figaro of 
Saturday touching the propositions submitted 
by the Chinese Ambassador for the settlement 
of the Tonquin difficulty as unreliable. 

The Paris correspondent of the Daily News 
says: “It is reported that M. Challemel- 
Lacour, the French Foreign Minister, has sum- 
moned M. Bouree, the late French Envoy at 
Peiin, toaconference. This, if true, is an ex- 
cellent symptom. The Soir reiterates that 


if France and China are unable to come to an 
agreement the mediation of America will be 
accepted by China and resorted to.” 

Parts, Sept. 10.—The Figaro states that a 
nd interview took place between M. Chal- 
el-Lacour, the French Minister of Foreign 

Affairs, and the Marquis Tseng, the Chinese 
Ambassador, at which the question of the lo- 
cation of the frontier of Tonquin and the in- 
dependence of Annam were discussed. The 
conference, however, was concluded without 
anv detinite result being arrived at. 

The me tenes Francaise says France de- 
sires peace with China and bas no wish to med- 
dle with Chinese affairs, but that China must 
not interfere with thoseof France. France 
will insist upon maintaining a protectorate 
over Annam, which will in no way prejudice 
Chinese interests. It cacao that France is 
willing to recognize an honorary suzerainty of 
China in Annam, but cannot admit of the co- 
existence in Tonquin of a French protectorate 
and Chinese jurisdiction ; that the ratification 
of the frontier will + he Poses one 
point for the purposes of trade, and that the 
as for a neutral zone is inadmissible.

A CHAMPION HULDS HIS OWN. 


OWEN M’CARTY VICTORIOUS OVER THREE 
HEAVIER OPPONENTS. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 10.—Five hundred men 
were at Echu Park to-day to witness the handicap 
wrestling, in which Owen McCarty, the American 
light weight champion, was expected to be 
the leading figure. MeCarty wrestled at 
121 pounds, having trained down from 140 
pounds to meet this engagement. His com- 
pétitors—Harry Howard, William Coupe, and 
William Twoney weighed, respectively, 135, 132, 
and 124 pounds. These were big odds, but Mc- 
Carty's friends were confident and backed him 
heavily. The friends of the other competitors de- 
manded large odds trom the backers of the 
champion. The first trial was between 
Coupe and Twoney. Coupe scored the first 


fallin 4:20. In the second heat, in which the bet- 
ting was two to one on Coupe.the action was 
rapid, anda after the clench Coupe had every 
way the best of it and won without much 
trouble. Then Owen MeCarty and Henry Howard, 
of Orange, N.J., came into the ring. Howard 
was in splendid condition, and had the 
advantage of 14 pounds in weight, but 
McCarty was so compact and had such 
a reputation for science in the art, that the betting 
was twotoonein his favor. Tuey went to work 
with a willand tor a minute or so the muscles of 
their arms and legs were strained totheir utmost 
by their exertions. McCarty was thrown bodily 
to the ground and narrowly escaped defeat, but b 

a tremendous effort he made head keep bis 
shoulders from touching, and soon broke loose from 
his opponent, when the struggle began again, but 
this time McCarly threw Howard easily in three 
minutes. In the second round MoCarty got How- 
ard down, and James Walker, of Fall River. Mass., 
who had succeeded Drinkwater as _ referee, 
decided it a fall, in spite of an almost unanimous 
protest from the crowd. This left Coupe and 
MeCarty to wrestle the final beat, and they 
went at it with a vengeance. Coupe was the 
stronger, but McCarty by far the muvore 
active and scientific, and the round finishea 
in his favor in seven minutes. After a 
rest of 15 minutes the men went at it 
again, Coupe forcing the wrestling. McCarty 
was thrown and twice he escaped witnout 
having his shoulders touch. Then he dropped 
suddenly, on his knees, and, getting a good hola 
on his antagonist, threw him to the ground. Coupe 
recovered his legs, and, going for McCarty, again 
was seized bodily and thrown fairly. The time was 
544 minutes. 


HIS TWENTY-THIRD CHILD.

pT Re AEE Sees 
THE THEORIES WHICH THE DETEC.- 
TIVES HAVE HELD. 

STRONG CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE AGAINST 
A WEALTHY MAN WHO CARRIED A CANE 
—THE VARIOUS OTHER CLUES. 

New-Haven, Conn., Sept. 10.—There is 
current everywhere in Connecticut now the 
opinion that the Rose Ambler murder case is 
involved in a mystery that will never be 
penetrated. The public generally is convincea 
that the numberless theories which have been 
advanced and acted upon by the professional 
and amateur detectives who have swarmed 
at Stratford have had littie substantial 
foundation, and even the most sanguine be- 
lievers in the trite idea that murder will out 
show to-night a growing belief that this latest 


murderer of a defenseless woman in Con- 
necticut will no more be captured and 
punished than were the slayers of 


Phebe Brush, Mary Stannard, and 
Jennie Cramer. Much of this short- 
handed justice is charged by the average cit- 
zen to inefiicient detective work, and, how- 
ever promising may be any new clue that 
sbould chance to come to light, it will be met 
by a disposition upon the part of the public 
to discredit and dismiss it. And yet, though 
apparently convinced that little hope exists 
for the detection of the monster who 
perpetrated. the fiendish deed of a week 
ago on the Oronoque roadside, the citizens 
of Stratford show a determination to let no 
charge of negligence or carelessness lie against 
them, A special town meeting was heid to- 
day; every prominent citizen*was present, 
and on all sides were heard earnest demands 
that no stone be Jeft unturned in the pursuit 
of the dead girl’s murderer. And when 
Albert Wilcoxen moved that the Select- 
wen be authorized to increase the reward of 
$300 allowed by law to $1,000 there was a 
unanimous shout of approval, and notice of 
the increased reward has been posted through- 
out Fairfield County to-night. In some quar- 
ters it has been believed that. the detectives 
have worked slowly in anticipation of the tact 
that the reward would be increased and 
that dilatory action would pay a big premium. 
Now that the original sum offered has been 
more than trebled those who still retain any 
hope that the crime is ever to be traced to its 
tag aed expect speedy results. Detective 
lier was not at Stratford to-day, but Mr. 
Fredericks and Mr. ‘Taylor, of his force, have 
been active all day, and to-night they have 
applied to a Grand Juror of the town for 
authority to make an arrest if they can es- 
tablish *‘ probable cause.” That official an- 
swered that he would seek the counsel of State 
Attorney Fessenden and answer to-morrow. 

The rich and eccentric stranger suspected by 
Detective Fuller went to board temporarily 
at Stratford in August. He had been living 
at a hotelin Milford. While there he had at- 
tracted attention by his manifest fondness for 
women. Three times, according to the decla- 
rations of the womun herself, he conducted 
himself improperly, and only escaped ejection 
trom the hotel by a plausible excuse. ubse- 
quently he took an evening walk through the 
village streets with one of the waitresses at the 
hotel, admitted to her that he had signaled at 
the laundresses’ room, and laughed at his ex- 
ploits asa joke. This girl says also that the 
man informed her that he was the victim of 
domestic troubles. He had come to Milford 
from Philadelphia to seek quiet and freedom 
from persecution. While at Milford he carried 
continually a small bamboo cane of a peculiar 
pattern. He was never without it. hen he 
moved to Stratford the cane went with him, 
and at Stratford people testify who have 
known him most intimately that he seldom, 
if ever, moved without its companionship. 
That cane is missing now, and the 
detectives aver that it has not 
been seen in his possession since the 
night or the crime by Raven Stream. In its 
stead he carries a heavy stick. Detective Ful- 
ler, three days ago, anonymously posted a 
notice in the viliage Post Office offering a re- 
ward of $10 for the recovery of the small 
bamboo, and all along the Oronogue high- 
way and through the streets of Strat- 
ford his men have made diligent search 
for the missing article, the theory being that 
Curtis lost it in a hurried flight. But the re- 
ward and the search through the streets have 
alike tailed to bring it tolight. Early last 
week the detectives visited the boarding- 
house of the suspected man and made 
a thorough search there. The landlord 
joined in the quest for the cane, but 
it was not found anywhere. When the land- 
lord learned of the suspicion against his 
boarder and was shown certain circumstantial 
evidence against the man he threatened to send 
him away forthwith, but the detectives coun- 
seled him not to act rashly, and he promised 
to take no action pending the continuance of 
their investigations. The landlord had seen 
the suspicious mark upon the back of 
the wealthy man’s left hand, and agreed 
with others that the marks were such 
as would have been made by _ the 
finger-nails of a woman fighting desperately. 
Nor was this all of the circumstantial evi- 
dence against the suspected man. Detective 
Frederick’ obtained an opportunity to ex- 
amine his trunks. He founda great mass of 
dirty linen, and on more than one article were 
found traces of blood. This fact does not 
rest solely on the evidence of the detectives. 
The landlord saw the blood-marks also, 

Such are most of the material facts which 
Detective Fuller and his men have uncovered 
in following up their clues and in support of 
their theory that this rich and eccentric 
stranger committed the atrocious crime. Had 
they been able to find the missing bamboo 
cane they assert that they would have made 
an arrest on Saturday, and they have only 
waited, so they explain, in the expectation 
of securing soon this missing link. Fuller’s 
theory is not much interfered with by the 
explanations of the suspected man’s friends. 
An alibi is set up, but the hours between 8 and 
10:20 on the night of the murder are unac- 
counted for. A relative of the suspected man 
was seen to-day by a reporter. He was in a 
very angry mood, and talked of wholesale 
horsewhipping. He was confident of his 
relative’s innocence, and said that at the 

roper time this would be clearly established. 

e spoke of the suspected man as “* flighty,” 
and said he had been once in an insane asylum. 

While Detective Fuller’s men insist upon the 

lausible features of their theory, Detective 
Vood, of Pinkerton’s force, with Detective 
Arnold, is stili pursuing the clues that point to 
William Lewis, the lover, as the criminal. 
That he more than once postponed the mar- 
riage day and seemed only to allow of her 
companionship on sufferance is quoted against 
him, and now they bave evidence that 
not long ago Lewis and Rose quarrelel, how 
seriously does not appear. There was another 
man in the case, Detective Bibbius, associated 
with Coroner Joyce, is eugaged on a line of 
investigation which points in a direction very 
different from that being pursued by either 
private detective Fuller or by State Attorney 
Fessenden’s men, Wood and Arnold. Mr. 
Bibbins is on the track of a negro 
who was seen in New-Haven at 2 
o'clock on last Monday morning. His 
hand was wrapped in a_ blood-soaked 
handkerchief. He was big and burly and 
segned almost exhausted, as though he had 
been running a long distance. Conductor Mc- 
Gee, of the early milk train, saw th» negro 
near the New-York and New-Haven station 
here and accosted him. The fellow mum- 
bled an indistinct reply and hurried away. 
George Clark, the brother of Rose, remains 
on the Grace Darling at Bridgeport. He 
has not left the vessel since its arrival yester- 
day morning, except to purchase seme arti- 
cles of food at a Water-street store. He has 
but little to communicate, and the terrible 
death of his sister so greatly affects him that 
few have the heart to question him closely. 
Se says be cannot bear to go to the old home 
now.

WHISKY IN VINEGAR ¥ACTORIES. 


MANUFACTURERS APPLYING FOR GREATER 
PRIVILEGES. 
Wasainoton, Sept. 10.—Ever since the 
internal revenue laws were so amended that 
vinegar-makers wero allowed to distill their 
Own spirits the door has been open to the com- 
mission of many frauds by the distillation of 
whisky in vinegar factories. At the same time 
the rules made by the Internal Revenue Bureau 
to govern vinegar-makers have inconvenienced 
them to such an extent as to partly offset the 
advantage of making their spirits. There has 
been a constant effort on the part of 
the Government to prevent fraud and 
on the part of the vinegar-makers 
to get more privileges: Vinegar-makers 
are not allowed to use worms or to artificially 
cool their condensers, and they are not allowed 
to run off high wines above 20 per cent. of 
proof spirit. Spirit of this strength answers 
very well for making the common vinegar, 
one ounce of which will neutralize not more 
than 40 grains of bicarbonate of potash, But 
tor export purposes the vinegar-makers want 
to make 70-grain vinogar, to be diluted abroad. 
They cannot make this economicaliy with 20 
ne cent. spirits, Many of them want the lim- 
ted raised to 30 per cent. But, preferring to 
ask for something that the Internal Revenue 
Bureau was likely to grant, Mr. Butterworth, 
of Cincinnati, who is the attorney for the vin- 
egar-makers, made an argument this morning 
before Commissioner Evans in favor of rais- 
ing the limit to 25 per cent. 
hile the vinegar-makers have a substan- 
tial reason for asking this, it will addto the 
opportunities of crooked vinegar manufac- 
turers to distil illicit whisky. Furthermore, it 
is held that 20 per cent. spirits is about as 
strong high wines ascan be made under the 
rules now governing the making of vinegar. 
If they are allowed to make .5 per cnt. 
spirits it is anticipated that they will next 
want to be ailowed to use worms or 
artificial cooling for the condensers, and 
if these were conceded there would be 
no trouble about making any quantity of 
illicit whisky. There is some ground for 
anticipating that this Winter Congress will 
settle the whole matter by relieving vinegar- 
makers of all the rules now ans them 
and requiring a storkeeper to be kept at every 
vinegar still. Every vinegar-maker could then 
make all the spirits he wanted of any strength 
and in any way, and the interests of the Gov- 
ernment would be better protected than now, 
while it would be about as cheap to the manu- 
facturers to pay the wages of a storekeeper as 
to do their distilling subject to all the present 
rules.

THE ROSTER OF THE DEPARTMENTS. 
Wasurneton, Sept. 10.—The new register 
of the United States, giving the names, com- 
pensation, and residence of all persons in the 
departments, as they appeared on the pay- 
rolls on July 1, 1883, is now in course of prepa- 
ration and will soon be published. Mr, Lock- 


wood, chief clerk of the interior Department, 
has decided to make up the list as it stood on 
July 15, instead of July 1, as on this day the 
old order of things ended and the new 
eivil service law went into force, It 
would be well to have this policy 
adopted in the register asa whole. A prelim- 
inary register of the Interior Department was 
published a short time ago corrected to April 
25. The total pay-roll wasthen 3,091. In the 
distribution by States, 331 are credited to 
New-York, 248 to Pennsylvania; Ohio, 188;

Before the jurors were 
sworn counsel for the defendant moved to quash 
the indictment on the ground that there was no 
legal prosecutor against his client.

HOADLY’8 NEWSPAPER CALLING ON THE

Crycinnatr, Sept. 10.—The Democratic 
squabble in Hamilton County has greatly in- 
creased in violence since the holding of the 
Reform Convention on Saturday.

THE BURNED PILGRIM TEMPLE. 


4 PROBABLE INTENTION TO BURN THE 
REV. MR. OBENSHAIN IN IT. 

RvusHVILLE, IL, Sept. 10.—The Rayborn 
and Obenshain Pilgrim Temple, at Erwin, 10 miles 
west of this place, was destroyed by fire Friday 
bight. Work had been going on in the temple 
until 10 o’vlock Friday night, giving the finishing 
touches preparatory to having the temple ready 
for the services on Sunday. When the workmen 
left the temple the windows were shut down and 
the shutters all closed, except four on the north 
side, and the doors were locked. About midnight 


the Rev, Mr. Obershain was aroused from sleep by 
Miss Lydia Unger. who had discovered the temple 
to be on fire. Obenshain rushed to the burning 
building and found that the small granary, a few 
feet§north tof the temple, was almost burned to 
the ground, and that the temple was on 
fire on the north and east sides. He 
soon found that the flames were beyond his con- 
trol. Just as he was going around the house there 
was an explosion which blew off the roof and west 
side of the reading-room at the rear of the audi- 
torium. A cast-iron, cylinder, 14 inches in 
diameter, was found in the ashes which 
Obenshain thinks was fillea with powder 
and put through the scuttle-hole in the ceiling and 
connected by a fuse with a pile of shavings. The 
temple was atwo-story frame building, the front 
consisting of three rooms on the first floor and 
four on the second. This part was to be used 
as a dwelling by James Ingles, a pil- 
grim, who professes to have the power to 
heal all kinds of diseases. The rear portion was 
to be used as an auditorium for temple service, 
and was cylindrical in form and finished elegantly, 
and over which was a tower in which there was a 
large, fine-toned bell, all costing $5,000. The ob- 
ject of the plotters was to blow up Obenshain 
with the temple, as he had been accustomed to 
sleep in the room in which the explosion occurred. 
There is no clue as to who the guilty persons are.

ANDREW WILLIAMS SHOOTS 
WHILE AT PLAY. 

Scranton, Penn., Sept. 10.—The residence 
of John Willlams, in this city, was the scene of a 
pitiful tragedy to-day. Mr. Williams’s son An- 
drew, a young man 22 years of age, wno has been 
engaged asa machinist in the Wilkesbarre shops 
of the Dickson Manufacturing Company, had spent 
Sunday with his parents, and was preparing to re- 
turn to work, when he engaged in a frolic with his 
sister Maggie, a bright, playful, and pretty girl of 
17. The young man, in order to escape her, darted 
up stairs and intc his bedroom, where she followed 


him a minute later. Mrs. Williams, who was pre- 
paring her son’s sachei in the parlor, was startled 
by the report of a pistol, and ran up stairs to her 
son’s room. As she was entering, she heard her 
son exclaim: “My God! I have shot Mag- 
gie!” He was greatly excited, and holding the 
unconscious girl in his arms. ** Oh, mother I 
have kKilied her, what shall I do?’ cried the young 
map, who still heid the revolver in his hand. Then, 
suddenly raising it to his own temple, he said: 
“IT shall take my own life. I cannot live.” At 
that moment Andrew’s father came rushing into 
the room and caught his arm justin time to pre- 
vent a double tragedy. Medical aid was sum- 
moned and it was discovered that a bullet had en- 
tered Maggie's right temple about one inch over 
the eye and was probably buried in her brain. 
Andrew was terribly distressed when told that 
his sister could not live. He surrendered himself 
into the custody of an officer and was placed in the 
County Jail. He stated that when Maggie fol- 
lowed him into his bedroom he saw the revolver 
lying on a table and taking it up he pointed it at 
her in play, saying, ‘‘ Look out, I'll shoot.’"* He 
says that he dia not think it was loaded and was 
horrified when he saw that he had snot her. She 
staggered forward and would have. fallen on the 
floor had he not caught herin his arms, The girl 
was still unconscious late to-night and the doctors 
say she cannot live until morning.

THE FROST AND THE CROPS — 


EFFECT OF COLD WEATHER IN 
THE GREAT CORN BELT. 
ANOTHER AND MORE SEVERE FROST HURTS 
THE CROP, ESPECIALLY IN WISCONSIN 
AND MICHIGAN. 


Cui0aGo, Sept. 10.—Specials to the Trfdune 
at 10 o’clock this morning indicated that the night 
was clear and cool throughout the great corn 
belt. The weather seemed to be moderating, 
and there were hopes that the worst was 
over. Dispatches to the TZridune at sun- 
down to-day, however, show that another 
and more severe frost settled down early this 
morning. The result seems to be especially disas- 
trous in Wisconsin and Michigan, The corn belt 
proper lies in Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Misssourl, 
Kansas, Nebraska, and the lower portions of Wis- 
consin and Michigan. The corn in Southern Illinois 
and Indiana, all of Missouri and Kansas, and much 
of Nebraska is practically ont of danger. The frost 
Saturday night extended further south, but was 
not so severe as that of last night. The northern 
counties of Indiana and Illinois suffered severely, 
while the central portions were touched only light- 
ly, and the southern counties not at all. 

The damage in Illjnois fe most severe in the 
north-western quarter of the State, and as this 
same section suffered from the August hail-storms, 
the injury to the corn crop cannot but be 
severe. The dispatches show that the two north’ 
ern tiers of counties will not have more thag 
half a crop. The Northern Indiana counties 
escaped a little better, but even there the damage 
is sufficient to excite alarm. Iowa reports serious 
damage north of a line drawn east and west 
about the middie of the State. clear across to the 
Nebraska line. This section is also in the cyclone 
and hail belt. Tnere the damage will be at least 28 
per cent, 

The most serious reports come from Michigan 
and Wisconsin. Many of the farmers there will 
have to buy corn instead of having any for export, 
and, if present reports can be relied upon, thes¢ 
States will have little, if any, corn for sale 
The frosts were killing/and not a report has comé¢ 
in to the contrary. These two States are, ot 
course, not such large producers of corn as those 
further South, but they are usually relied upon for 
a large surplus, which will not be obtainable this 
year, as the crop seems to be well-nigh ruined, and 
there are still more frosts almost inevitable before 
the crop could mature. In the southern parts of 
these States corn is a staple, and the farmers wil 
be severely crippled. : 

In all the four Northern corn States much loss 
has inured from the use of seed from Kansas and 
Nebraska, the plants from which in almost every 
case have failed to mature rapidly enough to es- 
cape the frosts, and the experiment will not prob- 
ably be repeated again. The loss by the recent 
frosts, if not increased by others within the next 
few days, will be about 70-per cent. in Wisconsin 
and Michigan, 50 per cent. in Northern Illinois, @ 
per cent. in Northern Indiana, and 25 per cent. in 

Northern Iowa. Other sections are comparatively 
unbarmed. 

The following specials to the Tribune are from 
important points in the corn district,'and indicate 
fairly the area and severity of the frost: 

Burea, lii.—This county was visited last night 
and Saturday night by a very heavy frost. 

Morris, itl.—This morning everything was coy. 
ered with a heavy white trost. It will probably 
ruin all the late corn and damage ail other crops. 

Wheaton, 1i—The severe frost in this locality 
last night make farmers wu about their corn 
crop. Ice was formed a quarter of an inch thiek. 

Hennepin, /il.—A heavy and killing frost came 
last night and Saturdayaight.. At this hourno es- 
timate of the damage to props can be given. Corn 
was in poor condition ta’ ad a heavy frost, 
and many fields have injured. 

Elgin, 1.—There elight frost in this section 
yesterday mornibg rst of the season—and 
this morning there wasan alarmingly heayy one. 
It is hard to tell how mach damage last night's 
frost will do, but unless warm weather shou‘d fol- 
low now for two or three weeks a short corn crog 
will be the result. 

Vttawa, /U.—There was frost again last night, 
killing such corn as was grown on low, wet 
ground. Only thaton high ground escaped ma- 
terial damage. ‘ 

McGregor, jowa.—A heavy frost again visited 
this portion of Iowa last night, and did serious 
damage to crops, especially corn. The previous 
frosts did no damage except in low places. but last 
night put the finishing touches upon the eorn crop 
and fully destroyed it. 

Missouri Valley, Jowa.—Last night was so cold 
that fires and overcoats were in demand. A 
heavy frost fell all along the line of the 
Sioux City and Pacific Railroad from Sionx 
City to Missouri Valiey, and from the latter point 
to Valentine, Neb., 820 miles. Farmers, who are 
natural bears, say the loss is total, while grain 
buyers estimate the loss at not over 10 per cent. 

Dubuque, Jowa.—Dispatches received from 66 
points along the line of the Iowa Division of the 
Tilinios Central Road state that in the more north- 
ern counties the damage is very great, here 
west the damage is not so heavy as looked for. 
except in fields planted with foreign corn, which 
were all ruined. Otherwise, the age is eon: 
fined to low-lying fields, and is estimated at from 1 
to 5percent. The weather to-day is mild. 

Wavkesha, Wis.—Asa result of the hearty frost 
last night, corn and vegetables are nearly ruined. 
Farmers of 30 years’ experience unite in saying 
they never saw so heavy a frost so early in the 
season. Many say the corn crop will be a total 
failure, while none predict more than hisaif a crop. 

Beioit, Wwis.—The heavy frosts of the last twc 
nights have about ruined corn. Many farmers will 
not have enough forseed. Reports from all 
tions are of the most discouraging character. 

Appleton, Wis.—The weather has been very cold 
for the last four days. There have been three 
heavy frosts, and revorts from the interior confirm 
the bellef that corn is completely ruined. 

Laporte, Jnd.—Previous to last night frost in this 
vicinity had done but littiedamage. Reports from 
several sections of this county came in this mora- 
ing of a very heavy frost last night, doing much 
damage to corn, and completely killing buck wheat 
and all vines. Farmers report that the extreme 
dry whether has somewhat lessened the damage tc 
the corn. 

Elkhart, Ind.—The frosts of the last two days

SERIOUS INJURY IN NEW-YORK. 
THE BEAN CROP, THE FARMERS’ LAST HOPE, 
GREATLY DAMAGED. 

Rocuester, N. Y., Sept. 10.—When resi 
dents of Western New-York awoke this morning 
and looked about they saw the ground coverec 
with a heavy white frost that glistened in the 
morning sunlight. The cold air of yesterday, fol 
lowed by aclear night, made many expect frost. 
but no one imagined it would be as severe in ite 
results as it proved to be. Throughout the coun: 
ties of Orleans, Monroe, Genesee, Livingston, Ni- 
agara, Wyoming, Wayne, and Steuben immense 
damage was done to corn, beans, buck wheat, and 


rden vegetables of ali kinds. In Niagara County 
the loss to farmers is paralyzing. he corn crop 
fs almosy worthless, and is good only for fodder.

Farmers at Medina say 
that beans not already pulled are almost totally 
destroyed. Potatoes and other vegetables not yet 
matured were injured quite badly. At Carlyou 
corn, beans, and other crops are badly injured.

CUTTING PASSENGER FARES. 
A WAR IN RATES BETWEEN CHICAGO AND 
COUNCIL BLUFFS. 

CuicaGo, Sept. 10.—Another passenger war 
was begun to-day which threatens to assume large 
proportions. For several weeks rumors bave been 
current that passenger rates were not being main- 
tained between Chicago and Council Bluffs. The 
tariff rates for first class tickets between these 


points is $14 30, but some of the roads 
paid commissions, as high as $5 per fare, which 
enabled scalpers to sell tickets at from $10 to $11, 
The Milwaukee and St. Paul, which is not in the 
Council Bluffs pool, is said to have been 
the aggressor, and for some time strenuous 
efforts have been made to induce that roud to join 
the pool. The Wabash, having at last abandoned 
all hope of arranging matters satisfactorily, to-day 
took the matter into its own hands, and reduced 
the rates to $9 30, a clear cut of $5, thus 
giving passengers the benefit of the commiasion. 
The cheap tickets are lim'ted to one day, whioh 
prevents their being manipulated by scalpers. The 
other roads still charge full rates, but it is quite 
certain that they will get the cut to-day. As long 
as the rates do not go below $9 30 they are not 
likely to affect the Kansas City tariff.

It 1s charged that the lat- 
ter have issued $13,000 stuek per mile and $10,000 
bonds — mile, being nearly four times the cost 
per mile of the road,and that they are seeking 
to float the bonds as first mortgage, when 
the State, in fact, holds the first mortgage 
for money loaned. United States Senator Brown, 
who was published in Cincinnati and Boston pa- 
pera as Director of the company, it is said, will 
deny that he is so, and wii) repudiate all conneo- 
tion. Gen. Phillips, the former President of the 
road will be heard to show the invalid nature of 
the bonds and the excess of the issue. Eager has 
been summoned, and promises by wire to be on 
hand. It is understood thata large amount of 
oases have been sold in Cinoinnat!, New-York, and 
oston.

THE SOUTHERN NEGRO DIALECT. 
From the Loutsville Courier-Journal, 

One of the best expressions of certain phases 
of Southern piantation life before the war isa 
little yolume written by Mrs. Prynelle. of Alabama, 
who renders the geuuine plantation negro dialect, 
certainly with far more accuracy than any writer 
who has yet attempted it. Even “Old Si” runs 
into a very exaggerated form of negro lingo— 
something which is heard nowhere on earth. The 
talk of the “quarters” is one of the oddest 
things in the English language. Mrs. Stowe 
thought she bad it, but she only occasionally got 
jnto the trail of it, aud, as for many other North- 
ern writers, they have made the negroes talk like 
foreigners speaking broken English, and make 
themselves ridiculous in a fieid with which they 
are totally unacquainted. Itis almost impossible 
to write a Southern story of ante-belium times 
without bringing in the negro talk and 
negro traditions and superstitions, and no 
casual observer or listener can do_ this. 
The distinctive exception is the negro dialect, 
which, however, will eventually be so materially 
modified as to cease to be original aud striking. 

| The progress of education among the negroes and 
the more frequent contact with whites who speak 
the language with tolerable oorrectnéss is grad- 
ually making ante-bellum negro lingo a thing of 
tradition, and it is certainty desirable to preserve 
it in print and to preserve it as accurately as pos- 
sible. The negro wit and humor is very keen 
and pathetic. The oid plantation wit and 
wisdom was thoroughly original and _ thor- 
oughly enjoyable. The great Southern 
novel, covering life among the educated 
classes before the war, has yet to be produced, 
although there is a steady progress toward it. 
Southern plantation features had a large and slow 
ripening, and the fruit can be plucked. The great- 
est American novels cover New-Engiand life and 
traditions, because there is a humanized soil of 
the past there which has brought forth fruit abun- 
dantly and the fruit has been utilized, But there 
jie arich flavor tothe old humanities of Southern 
ante-bellum times. The fertile past is there; the 
true gleaner may go forth to his work of gathering 
the grapes. And some of the Eschol clusters are 
found inthe negro traditions, superstitions, dialect, 
and philosophy—for there is a negro philosophy.

WHAT IT COSTS THE GOVERNMENT 
TO COLLECT A DOLLAR. 
THE RECEIPTS AND BXPENSES OF THE PRIN- 
CIPAL CUSTOMS DISTRICTS OF THE COUN- 
TRY, 


WaszErncron, Sept. 10.—A tabulated state- 
ment of the receipts and expenses and the average 
cost of collecting $1 of revenue in ail of the Cus- 
toms districts of the United States for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1883, has been prepared at the 
Treasury Department. From this statement it ap- 
pears that $216,780,869 were colleeted at a cost of 
$6,422,127. The cost of collecting $1 ranges in the 
different districts from 1 cent and 8 mills in New- 
York to $50 84 in Atlanta, Ga., the average cost in 
all the districts being 2 cents 9 mills and a fraction. 
In 29 of the 180 districts the cost of collecting $1 
Was more than a dollar, and in 30 of them it was

There was a general guffaw when the auctioneer 
turned toward the goat and asked how much was 
bid for this thing. It was explained on behalf of 
the goat that he had been eaptured while stripping 
young trees in the Park of their bark. He was im- 
pounded as the law directs, but nobody had ever 
appeared to claim him and pay the statutory fee.

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VIEWS OF A POLITICAL WORKING MAN—MORE 
ON THE TELEGRAPH STRIKE. 

George Blair, Chairman of the New-York 
State Committee of the National Labor Party, told 
the United States Senate Committee on Education 
and Labor, yesterday, that he entered the labor 
movement when he was 18 years old, in 1863, and 
had been active in it ever since. He employed at 
present 60 men, whose average anntal wages 
amounted to about $700. He favored an income 
tax, exempting. however, all incomes less than 
$10,000. He would have all incomes over $100,000 
taxed so heavily as to render such things as 
millionaires impossible. He maintained that any 
individual could get through life comfortably on 


$25,000 a year. Hours of labor should be redueed 
as an offset to the increased power of machiuery. 
On general principles Mr. Blair was opposed to 
contract methods of doing work. If the Govern- 
ment found it most practicable, however, to have 
its public work done by contract, a clause should 
be put in each contract requiring the contractors 
to comply with the provisions of the eight-nour 
law. 
* What would you recommend in the way of na- 
tional legisiation regarding hvurs of labor?” asked 
Senator Blair. 

“J would have a national law passed decreasing 
the hours of a day's work in every branch of hired 
labor,” said the witness, “and that law should 
take effect in every seetion of the country on the 
same day.” Mr. Bluir believed that whenever any 
particular branch of industry became overcrowd- 
ed there should be a reduction of the hours of 
labor in order to give the surplus workers a chance. 
It should be the duty of a National Board of In- 
dustry to regulate such matters. He thought that 
by fixing the limit of a day’s work at eight hours 
everywhere at least 15 per cent. more laborers 
might be put at work. Mr. Blair was in favor of 
the construction by the Government of railroads 
and telegraphs. © would not disturb existing 
properties of that character unless they were 
willing to se}l out to the Government at reasona- 
ble prices. The chances were, however, that the 
present corporations would want more for their 
properties than it would cost the Government to 
reproduce them. The witness said he thought the 
Government ought to stop giving away land, ex- 
cept to actual settlers. Unimproved land should 
be taxed the same as improved land, thus driving 
the idie iand into the market. 

David H. Bates, the Assistant General Manager 
of the Western Union, and Vice-President of the 
American District Telegraph Company, wat asked 
to state te the committee the causes that Jed to the 
telegraphers’ strike. He said that for several years 
the Western Union Company had been cognizant 
tha: efforts were being made by some of its em- 
ployés to organize themselves, with the employes 
of other companies, under the general title of 
Knights of Labor. During May of the present year 
Mr. Bates first heard of difficulties that were grow- 
ing up among the linemen, particularly those em- 
ployed by the American District Telegraph Com- 
pany, throuch the refusal of 4 lineman, who had 
tormerly been employed as a carpenter, to do, in 
an emerzency, some carpenter-work. It was found 
that he (Sullivan) was a member of the Teleg- 
raphers' Brotherhood, one of the rules of which 
was to insist on a strict adherence by the 
members to their respective lines of work. 
Be resigned and an apprentice was put in his 
place. Mr. Swanson, foreman of the service. re- 
fused to instruct the new hand, and when the com- 
pany insisted on having its orders obeyed nearly 
all of the linemen quit work. This trouble oo- 
curred in May. Mr. Bates narrated the well- 
known incidents which preceded and accompanied 
the great telegraphers’ strike in July and August. 
Senator Blair asked Mr. Bates whether it would 
not have been advisable for the Western Union 
Company to have made coneessions to the teleg- 
raphers rather than suifer the trouble and cost of 
a strike. “I think that the experience of the 
American Rapid Telegraph Company with the 
brotherhood people,” said Mr. Bates, “ bas demon- 
strated the folly of making such concessions as 
were asked for.” At this point the committee 
took a recess,‘and Mr. Bates promised to explain 
his last remark more fully when he resumes his 
testimony to-morrow or Thursday. 

Mr. James K. Ingails, an o'd gentleman with 
white flowing hair on his head and face, presented 
a written statement of his views relative to cap- 
italand land. He opposed tke absorption of land 
by single persons, and thought that the aceamula- 
tion of such large estates as those of the Astors, 
the Lorillards, and the Rhinelanders was very mis- 
chievous. Mr. Edward King was recalled, and 
talked at some length about labor, land owner- 
ship, and the newspapers. 


RELIGION IN THE SOUTH. 


THE CHEERING 8TORY TO WHICH THE RAP- 
TIST PASTORS LISTENED YESTERDAY. 


At the weekly meeting of the Baptist Pas- 
tors yesterday Brother Robinson, a Presbyterian 
minister who has been doing missionary work in 
South Carolina for the last 15 years, addressed the 
conference. He said his work had been among 
the colored families of the State, and during the 15 
years he had settled 1,500 families on small farms 
of theirown. These people, he said, had built 18 
churches and paid their ministers, without calling 
on outsiders te help them. *‘ All that they wanted,” 


said Dr. Robinson, “was adviee, and that is all 
that I had to give them. I have found that it is the 
best thing to give them. The colored people of 
the South are not to be treated as paupers. What 
they want is good religious teachers, and if you 
give them those they will soon find the means to 
build the churehes and construct the schools,” 
Brother Robinson said that the time had now come 
when the negroes of the South wanted educated 
ministers. The colored people are becoming edu- 
cated themselves, and they want a theology equal 
to their improved habits of thought. He told of a 
young colored brother who is a graduate of Hamp- 
ton and who is thirsting for a theological educa- 
tion. “This young man,” sald Brother Robinson, 
“is a Baptist; if be was a Presbyterian I am sure 
that my ehureh would take him up and place him 
in a position to do the work that he is anxious to 
do. Ashe isa Baptist, however, and insists on be- 
ing a Baptist, 1 have come to this conference to 
appeal to you Baptist ministers to give him the 
education for the ministry which he desires. He 
is remarkably intelligent and is just the man 
wanted in the South to spread the Gospel among 
the colored people.” 

The essay of the day was read by Dr. Sampson, 
on ‘** The Ninth Commandment, as Interpreted by 
Moral Science, by Civil Statutes, and by Christian 
Precepts.’ All the laws of civilized nations in re- 
gard to the bearing of false witness, Dr. Sameson 
said, were the outcome of the Ninth Command- 
ment as given by Moses. Moral science and the 
civil statutes of all nations enforeed this law with 
appropriate penalties for its violation. The essay 
was a long and learned paper, and the laws of the 
Greeks and Latins were referred to in order to 
show how the Mosaic statute had been incorporat- 
ed into,the seeular government of ‘Stutes, even be- 
fore the Christian religion was born. The paper 
next Monday will be read by the Rev.(Dr. Brincker- 
hoff, the subject being *‘ Reminiscences of Chris- 
tian Work in County Jails.”’

A fresh outrage under the internal reve- 
nue laws has been discovered. Vinegar- 
makers are allowed to distill their own spir- 
its, but under certain restrictions intended 
to prevent the manufacture of illicit whisky 
in vinegar factories. The vinegar-makers 
find these restrictions burdensome, and ask 
for their modification. Our Washington 
correspondent says there is ground for be- 
lieving that Congress will next Winter so 
amend the laws as toallow the manufac- 
turers of vinegar to distill as they please, 
a storekeeper at every still being sub- 
stituted for the present safeguards against 
frauds on the Government. But this 
will be opposed on the ground that it isa 
burning shame to compel the makers of 
innocent vinegar to pay the wages of a spy set 
to watch them. Judge KeLuey, who, ina 
letter from England toa friend, makes the 
significant statement that his ‘‘cheek is al- 
most well,”’ announces that he hopes to get 
home ‘‘in time to give-that frightful source 
of political corruption, the internal tax sys- 
tem, a fresh blast before the campaign 
closes.”’ His disinterested high tariff feel- 
ings will no doubt be deeply touched by 
this plaint of the vineger-makers. 


fhe early frost of the season has been 
especially severe in the western part of this 
State, where the farmers were counting on 
the late crops of fruit and vegetables to 
make up for deficiencies in the earlier 
growths.

SPARE US THE BOOK. 


It is threatened, with apparent serious- 
ness, that Mr. Henry Irvine will make a 
book out of his ‘‘ Impressions of America.”’ 
The nature of Mr. Invine’s impressions of 
America will probably bear a fixed relation 
to the nature of the impressions which 
America receives of Mr. Irvine, and the 
book, if there is to be a book, will be suf- 
fused with rose color or with blue, accord- 
ingly as the actor’s audiences are large and 
enthusiastic or small and apathetic. 

But in any case it is to be hoped that Mr. 
Irvine will not write the book. What on 
earth can an actor who visits this country 
on a professional tour have to say about it 
which will interest or instruct his country- 
men or ours? Can it. be possible that the 
British public needs any further information 
about the aspect of New- York, the pig-killing 
at Chicago, the hotels, horse cars, and 
Pullman cars of our beloved land? It isupon 
these subjects that Mr. Irvine will receive 
impressions. Why should it be expected 
that the impressions made upon him by 
them wiilbe so different from those stamped 
upon the minds of the common run of 
British tourists that he should add the thou- 
sand-and-first to the literary works in which 
they already stand recorded ? 

Only special studies or the possession of 
literary powers of a high order can any more 
excuse & British tourist for making a book 
on America than for making a book about 
his impressions of Manchester or Birming- 
ham. Mr. Irvine can make no special 
studies—not even a study of the American 
‘‘hamfatter,’’ since heis to bring his own 
company with him—and it stands to reason 
that he cannot write a book of any distinctly 
literary interest. 

It may be urged that he does not mean 
himself to write a book, but only to put his 
name to a book writien by somebody else; 
but this is not a justification. Let him fore- 
go his project, and we will feel toward -him 
as did Artemus Ward after the birth of the 
twins, when he unanimously passed the 
‘** resolution,’’ ‘‘ That from the bottom of 
my heart do I thank the Baldwinsville Brass 
Band for giving up their intention of sere- 
nading me, both on that great night and 
since.”’

How does it happen that no attempt has 
been made in New-Orleans or Cincinnati 
to overthrow the rings and put down the 
bosses by means of a vigorous movement 
of citizens and tax-payers, irrespective of 
party? Why must the reform movement in 
Cincinnati be Democratic, and why do the 
Democratic reformers find it necessary: to 
retain the name of their party and to adopt 
the platform and ticket of the Democratic 
State Convention? Why is it that the 
organ of the New-Orleans Catholics 
can suggest nothing except an attack 
upon the Democratic ring by citi- 
zens fighting under the name of the 
Republican Party? It is not by fighting in 
the old party lines that city rings are bro- 
ken, but by a union of honest men against 
thieves. The names “ Democratic” and 
“Republican” are as useless in such a strug- 
gle as the issues of the two great national 
parties are foreign to those that demand the 
consideration of city voters at the elec- 
tion of city officers. Let the honest 
citizens of New-Orleans in both parties 
unite for the purpose of putting good 
men in office and thrusting bad men 
out. Let honest Democrats and honest 
Republicans in Cincinnati join hands, forget 
party lines, and work together to keep their 
city offices out of the hands of scoundrels. 
They will not find the task an easy one 
when taking hold of itin that way, but it 
will be far more difficult to work a reform 
while the honest men are divided by party 
lines, 

The residents’ of large cities sooner or 
later learn that the party divisions that have 
been established in national political con- 
tests are inconvenient and unnecessary when 
the only object to be attained is an honest 
and economical administration of municipal 
affairs. 


RESPONSIVE SERMONS. 


A purchaser at a recent sale of unclaimed 
baggage who came into the possession of a 
box filled with manuscript sermons must 
have had his disappointment tempered by 
reading the marginal notes affixed to the 
sermons by their author. These notes 
were of the nature of stage directions, and 
their purpose was to aid the preacher in the 
effective delivery of the sermons. Such 
notes as ‘‘Here pause and count twenty- 
five;”’ *‘Here slam the pages of the Bible 
together:’’ ‘‘ Here let the voice tremble and 
use handkerchief;’’ and ‘Yell the first 
sentence of this and whisper the 
last,"”, must have been of _ great 
use to, their author. Probably the 
judicious observance of such stage direc- 
tions gained for him a reputation for un- 
usual eloquence. Had he preached his ser- 
mons in a quiet, clerical monotone they 
would doubtless have been called dull and 
tedious, but accompanied at precisely the 
right moment by slamming together the 
covers of the Bible and mopping the eyes with 
the handkerchief, they must have seemed 
wonderfully eloquent to the class of people 
who admire Tarmace. In fact, it was at 
first supposed that the sermons in question 
were written by Tatmaae, but as directions 
such as ‘‘ Here throw right leg over pulpit’ 
and ‘‘Here throw back somersault’’ were 
wanting, it was evident that they were not 
meant to be preached in the Brooklyn Tab- 
ernacle. 

The idea of adding marginal notes of ex- 
pression to sermons is undoubtedly an ad- 
mirable one.’ If followed, they must add va- 
riety and, to a certain extent, interest to 
the sermon. At tae same time, such notes 
can only partially assist in relieving the 
tedium of listening to sermons, and it is 
strange that among those ingenious people 
who aré endeavoring to invent liturgies for 
the use of non-liturgical sects no one has 
thought of the plan of responsive sermons. 

The trouble with existing liturgies is 
that they do not give sufficient prominence 
to the sermon. Hence, in those denomi- 
nations where the sermon is the chief fea- 
ture of public religious services, a liturgy 
that does not recognize the supreme impor- 
tance of the sermon is objectionable. There 
would, however, be little difficulty in fram- 
ing a system of verbal and mental re- 
sponses for the use of a congregation while 
listening to a sermon which would be ex- 
tremely edifying. Every minister, before 
preaching a sermon, should be required to 
prepare a series of directions for listeners, 
informing them in what spirit they 
should receive different parts of his 
sermon. For example, these directions 
might read somewhat as follows: ‘‘ Here be- 
come enthusiastic and shout ‘glory;’”’ 
‘Here be deeply impressed, and exclaim, 
‘that’s so, brother,’’’ and ‘‘ Here be over- 
come with the speaker’s pathos, and cry 
‘Amen’ in broken accents.’’ Of course, 
“cues,” to use a worldly expression, would 
have to be given with these directions, so 
that the audience would know to precisely 
what parts of the sermon the directions were 
intended to apply. It would, of course, be 
easy to arrange this matter, and by print- 
ing the directions on cards to be distributed 
to every member of the audience the pulpit 
and the people could be brought close to- 
gether. 

This system of responsive sermons would 
add greatly to the interest of sermon preach- 
ing and sermon hearing. It would give the 
audience an active share, so to speak, in the 
exercise of preaching, and remove to a great 
extent the temptation to sleep. It would 
make the delivery of sermons far more suc- 
cessful than it now is, since it would enable an 
audience to know what toadmire and when to 
be moved to enthusiasm or to tears. Finally, 
it isa perfectly feasible scheme, and could 
the unknown author of the annotated ser- 
mons above referred to be found he would 
be precisely the man to elaborate and per- 


fect it.

We do not seem to have advanced very rap- 
idly or very far in aeronautics. A cable dispatch 
announces the erossing of the British Channo! from 
France to England in a balloon. It fs almost ex- 
actly a century (Oct, 15, 1783,) alnoe the first ascen- 
sion was made by an aeropaut, and less than two 
years later (Jan. 7, 1785.) two seronauts crossed 
the Britteh Channel from Dover to Calala, A hun- 
dred years ago, indeed, the future of acronauties 
looked considerably brichter than it does 





now, and occupied much more of 
speculations of sanguine people. Not only 
have the “nations’ airy navies’ not 
yet been seen * grappling in the central blue,” but 
neither the theory nor the practice of aeronautics 
can be said to have advanced much since the 
Monvcotriers and the Philadelphia Academy of 
Sciences made their first and nearly simultaneous 
experiments. Gen. MoCieLuax's captive balloons 
may have been of some use in making reconnols- 
sences during the Peninsular campaign, but the 
Only military service of any real importance ever 
performed by balloons was the communication 
kept up between the olty and the outside world 
during the siege of Paris, by a combined system of 
balloons and carrier-pigeons. ‘This was undoubt- 
edly an important service, but {t is really the only 
practical achievement with which aeronautics is 
to be credited, and that art is as barrén on the sci- 
entific as on the practical side. The navigation of 
the air remains a dream, apparently as far from 
realization as ever, Inventive men have for the 
most part found channels in which to direct their 
ingenuity that have promised better results. Not 
until electricity, forexample, has been developed 
far beyond its present uses is it likely that in- 
genious men will revert to the old problem.

With the opening of the theatrical season 
the complaints of play-goers are heard anew that 
they are unable to obtain seats at theatres where a 
euccessful play is running unless they buy them of 
sidewalk speculators or at the hotels at an advance 
upon the price advertised by the managers. This 
whole subject has been gone over time and again 
inthe newspapers, but, ull the same, each year it 
turns up as @ live issue. The managers offer 
various explanations of the difficulty, Some 
of them blame the public for encouraging the 
ticket speculators, with some show of reason, for 
there is indisputably a class of theatre-goers who 
prefer to buy their tickets at an increased price 
at second hand and thus save themselves the 
trouble of standing in the line at the box-office. 
But most people prefer to buy goods at the mar- 
ket price, whether the goods are theatre tiokets or 
not, and the managers, they assume, may be relied 
upon to make their scales of prices accord with 
the market values of theatrical amusements. 
The charge that any reputable manager in 
this City is in league with speculators and 
teceives a share of their profits has never 
been proved, although it is often reiteratea. More- 
over, the traffic in theatre tickets at the news- 
stands in up-town hotels is:reguiatea by an actual 
demana, and it is not to be expected that the peo- 
ple who thus retail the tichets should do so with- 
out receiving a profit. With the sidewalk specu- 
lators the case is different. They are of no real 
use to the public, because they carry on their busi- 
ness within a few feet of the regular ticket-offices, 
and the only good excuse that the public has 
for patronizing them is that good seats 
cannot* be obtained at the offices. The man- 
agers say that attempts to suppress the ticket 
speculators hitherto have failed. They cannot dis- 
criminate in selling tickets, and the speculators re- 
sort to various devices in order to obtain the sup- 
ply they need. But the managers can, with the 
aid of the police, prevent the speculators from dis- 
posing of their tickets in frent of the theatres. That 
would go far to check the nuisance, and if all play- 
goers would then refuse to buy tickets except at 
the accredited offices the cause of complaint would 
be removed altogether.

Probably 
before the advent of that newer dynasty which 
governs all ltaly such presentation of a hymn 
from a Protestant source would not have been very 
well received, but Italy is wonderfully liberal to- 
day, and no doubt Mr. Giapstone’s effort will be 
fully appreciated.

MR. GRAU'S OPERA BOUFFE. —_— 

The opening of Mr. Maurice Gray’s French. 
overa bouffe season at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre 
last night was most agreeable in every respect. 
The house was crowded to its utmost espacity 
with a brilliant and distinguished audience. The 
opera presented was new, bright, and - 
undoubtedly successful from the rise of the our. 
tain. The company was found to be strong and 
aceomplished, and the general presentation of the 
opera goed, Last of all, Aimée, whose peeps over 
the borders of propriety into the forbidden land 
that lies beyond made opera bouffe long ago the 
most denounced and most delicious of forbidden 
fruits—Aimée, with all her winks and kicks and 
nods and smiles, and her abundance of quiet sng- 
gestiveness—Aimée, for whom the dear public hag 
sighed for four dark and dreary years—Aimée was 
there. She went away from us the acknowledged 
queen of her special line of performance, and the 
crown and the sceptre were only w for her to 
come back and wear the one and wield the other 
once more. Her special line of performance may — 
not be the highest level of dramatic or lyric art, 
but even Julius Cesar thought it a better thing to 
be first in a village than second in Rome; and 
Aimée Is facile princeps in opera boutfe. The opera 
chosen for her reappearance, “La Princesse des 
Canaries,” is not what is professionally known as 
@ “star” play. It is not an opera in which one 
person can shine 20 as to shadow all others. 
It is, however, good work for she 
dispiay of the various talents of a large organiza- 
tion, and was wisely chosen by Mr. Grau for the 
opening of his season. It tells the story of the 
noble efforts and final success of General Bom- 
bardos in ousting from the throne a wretched 
usurper and placing in her rightful position a long- 
lost Princess. The libretto is the work of A. Darn 
and H. Chivot, and is so good that it carries us 
back in memory to the days of “La Belle 
Héléne.” There has been nothing as funny in re- 
cent comic operas as the scene in the second act, 
in which the Princess: Ines and her foster sister, 
Pepita, appear disguised as Englishwomen. The 
music, too, is charmingly bright and tunefal 
throughout. The chorus of gossips, the “* Mon 
petit mari,” the song of Ines, and the “ Landerira” 
in the first act are sll very catching. The gem of 
the opera, however, is in the seeond act—a duet 
sung by Meziéres and Duplan, beginning with the 
lines: 

“ Ce cher Général Bombardos ! 
Ce bon Général Pataqués !” 
Words, music, and stage business combine to make 
this number pleasing. It was heartily redemanded 
last night, and is sure to become popular. The 
performance was an excellent one. Of Aimée it 
is unnecessary to say anything except that, while 
her voiee is hardly what it was, it is still excellent 
for the purposes of opera bouffe and far better 
than Théo’s ever was. Her acting is just what 
it always has been. Mile. Angéle, as the Prin- 
cess, was successful both in singing and act. 
ing. The performance of the English scene, in 
which she and Mille. Aimée spoke bad 
English and Freneh with an English aceent, 
was a perfect bit of. comedy. M. Clement Nigri 
returned after an absence of two years, and was 
seen to advantage as Pedrilla, husband of the 
Princess. M. Lary, a new-comer, is much the best 
tenor comedian whom Mr. Grau has ever brought 
over. The old favorites, Meziéres and Duplan, 
were excellent as the two Generais. The chorug 
was strong and careful in its work, and the or 
chestra was unusually good. It is probable that 
“La Princesse des Canaries’ will be performed 
for some time to come.

MR. EDGAR AS OTHELLO. 

It was a small audience which saw Mn 
George Edgar’s performance of Othello last night 
at the Fourteenth-Street Theatre, bat this andi 
ence manifested its pleasure by applause and gave 
close attention to the actor. Mr. Edgar’s poor 
luck in Chicago, where his company was broken 
up after one week of patient effort, has aroused 
much sympathy here, and his appearance was 
looked forward to, therefore, with serious interest. 
Mr. Edgar was assisted last evening by Mr. Lewis - 
Morrison as Iago and Miss Elife Wilton as Desde- 
mona. The restof the company, taken as a whole, 
was of that kind which is usually canspicuous tn 
Shakespearear performances—composed, for the 
most part, that is to say. of “supers” who do not 
“supe.” 

There is no need now to go Into any account of 

Othello’s charaeter. It is merely usefni to bear In 
mind that the character represents both noble 
idealism and savage passion. In the end, as we 
understand the character, passion takes hold of 
Othello and subjugates him; the judgment which 
he executes seriously then becomes really a mur 
der carried out by unreasoning and mad jealousy. 
Otheilo is ideal enough until he is thrown off his 
balance; his frenzy is demoniac. Such an Othelle 
is Salvini’s—a perfectly human creature of pas- 
sion. All the English and American Otbelles 
are wooden. Mr. George Edgar has probably 
as clear a comprehension of the part as any 
one has. His reading througbout the play Iast 
night was marked by intelligence, keen thoucht, 
and dramatic instinct. It is doubtful whether any 
American actor could read the speech before the 
Senate in the first act as well as he readsit. Sat 
it is in his action, in the outward expression of the 
character, that Mr. Edgar fails. Othello Is fiexible, 
supple, ‘picturesque, charming in his wild and 
stately grace. He is a warrior and a man of the 
finest mettle. He fs, above everything, expres- 
sive. Bat Mr. Edgar is awkward and stolid, 
and is unable to suggest the variable nature 
of this free and open Othello. The character is 
one, in fact, to which Mr. Edgar ts physically una- 
dapted, and which he cannot by any chance make 
real The lack of quiek, comprehensive expression 
in his face, gestures, and manner was exceedingiy 
apparent. The sincerity and the strength of his 
performance, however, were beyond question. The 
intelligence of it was by no means common. Mr. 
Edgar’s talent should find its place upon the stage, 
though it may not find its place in a character like 
Othello. 

Mr. Lewis Morrison’s Iago isa striking and ef- 
fective performance. Not much can be said for 
Migs Wilton or the others. Mr. Edgar intends to 
act in “ Richelien” on Wednesday evening.

"be when one walks toward them, as they loom 
weirdly up before the house in many white 
and gray and brown terraces and platforms, 
some of them steaming like well-fired engines, 
The green trees and stretches of bunch-grass 
below and above them set these strange springs 
off to striking advantage, marking the outlines 
of their curiously shaped bowls very distinct- 
ly. Following the beaten road, one soon 
comes to soil in which the black loam and the 
white alkaline deposits are intermingled. 
Climb higher, over the ruins of bowls long ago 
ary, and under foot there is a glaring white, 


almost impalpable dust. Aside from the path 
there is no dust, but a hard crust of mineral 
substance, presenting an area many acres in 
roi that can be best likened to a well- 
packed coasting field. The dust in the road, 
where the calcareous deposit has been ground 
fine by carriage wheels and the feet of ponies, 
may blow into the eyes to make them tingle 
sbarply, but one soon becomes used to it. 

When the plateau next to the highest is 
reached the visitor is attracted by a column 
of rising steam to a large pool of irregular 
shape, with cora!l-like edges tinged with sul- 
phur and iron, in the centre of which thejjtur- 
guois-blue water is seen boiling vigorously, 
with an angry hiss and seethe. The depth of 
the pool can only be conjectured. Dip in your 
fingers and you find it to be hot. Youare 
prevented from examining it too closelv by 
the clouds of hot steam that are hurled into 
your face. But youcan get close enough to 
observe the exquisite grays and vellows and 
bives and greens of the water, colors and tints 
which have hitherto defied the efforts of paint- 
ers who have endeavored to reproduce them. 
There are many of the hot springs, bubbling 
and boiling with differing violence, but all 
surrounded by ceposits tinged with orange 
where they are yet moist, and bleached to 
snowy white where they have been long ex- 
posed to the sunlight. ‘laste the water, and it 
is found to be strongly impregnated with sul- 
phur, for which you have been prepared by 
the odor brought to you upon the clouds of 
steam. There are no geysers here, and the 
scientists say that they cannot be found where 
silica is absent from the waters as it is here, 
while sulphur is absent from geysers, where the 
silica is known to abound. hree square miles 
of surface are covered by the calcareous de- 
posits of these strange fountains, a part of 
which area is the wide plain on which the 
Yellowstone Hotel is built. Steam is seen in 
the early morning curling from fissures hither- 
to unobserved. if you put your ear down to 
these openings strange gurglings and rum- 
blings like the movements of a cavernous en- 
yy are heard, and puffs of scalding 

ot air will frequently be forced out. 
The springs along the hillside in the 
course of time have thrown up cal- 
careous deposits almost as fragile to the 
tonch as chalk, basins of varying width and 
depth, arremged in scalloped forms, in vlaces 
taking shapes that resemble the convolutions of 
the buman brain, and again the fanciful trac- 
ing of the home of the corai insect. The readi- 
ness with which the deposits from the springs 
adhere to substances and objects thrown into 
them has become well known, and as you go 
from one poo! to another you see far down in 
the blue waters, that are as clear as crystal, 

e cones, bottles, horse-shoes, bunches of 
owers, bits of wood, suspended to poles let 
down by visitors, who will stop to reclaim 
them after an exposure of a day or two, when 
they will be found covered with a thin white 
coating. 

Up and down the hill, to the right and left, 
are ssen springs and evidences of former 
springs now dry and crumbling at the edges 
under the tramp of tourists, who clamber all 
over them to get at bright sulphur specimens. 
One of the upper springs is so large and its 
flow of hot water isso tempered by a greater 
inflow of cold water as to furnish a pleasant 
bathing place—the spot, by the way, at which 
the English **‘ dudes’’ were in jest compelled to 
throw up their hands and submit to be robbed 
in broad daylight. While almost everybody 
is interested in the springs and no one fails to 
visit them, examine the boiling pools, the 
overfiow across the brow of the hill, the pulpit 
rocks, the Cieopatra spring, the caves, and 
other sights, the springs soon become tiresome 
to contemplate, as they glare in the eyes of 
the hotel people. From the plane at the top 
of which the Yellowstone Hotel is built the 
land falls to the east steeply, meeting the oppo- 
site slope of the rugged Sheepeater Cliffs at 
the rapid Gardiner Kiver. Persons who go 
to the bottom of the hiil and walk along 
the edges of the winding stream find small 
bot springs bubbling and steaming close to the 
colder waters of the Gardiner River. Trout 
are plentiful in the river, and respond quickly 
to the invitation of the angler who tempts 
them with a blue fly ora grasshopper. Some 
of the gentiemen of the party who had been 
studying the guide-books, and who were dis- 
posed to doubt some of the stories told in them, 
got out their rods the very afternoon they ar- 
rived here, and having selected promising 
—— near hot springs, cast their flies, Mr. 

rgs M. Shepherd, of Chicago, who was 
one of the skeptical ones, soon hooked a 
**speckled beauty.” Without detaching it 
from his line he swung his rod so as to drop 
the struggling fish plump into the hissing hot 
water oi the sulphurspring. He held it there 
fora mément or two, and then, having been 
satisfied that it was possible to catch and cook 
e fish without moving from the point selected 
to make the catch, he put his cooked trout into 
one of the tomato cans, with which the Rocky 
Mountains appear to be thickly sprinkled, and 
returned to the hotel to show it to an interest- 
edthrong. The same proof of the assertion 
made by the veracious guide-book has since 
been several times repeated. 

At the first glance the Mammoth Hot 
Springs are interesting. The visitor who 
climbs to the top of them is excjted to wonder 
at their extent, their curious tormation, the 
depth and color of their pools, and the wide 
extent of the desolation which they have 
caused. After a few days, however, they be- 
come wearisome.- The glaring white of their 

ides, streaked with dirty gray and tawny yel- 
ow, oppress the eye. The caverns havin 
been once explored lose their spunetivenancead 
only the most zealous students care to toil 
through the dust that must be passed to reach 
them, and which clings tenaciously to gar- 
ments and boots in spite of vigorous brush- 
jags. Jt seems almost a pity, too, that the site 
for the hotel should have been selected so close 
tothem. It is convenient tu be able to lead 
the hot sulphur water in pipes to the hotel and 
supply it for baths, which are but a step from 
the door. But in getting upon a calcareous 
plateau, 15 acres in extent, the builders have 
set up their house behind a high grassy 
snound, at the top of which lives the 
Government Superintendent of the park, a 
mound so bigh as to cut off the view to the 
south-west, and inclose only a few uninterest- 
ing pine trees, a few pits marking the location 
of extinct geysers, a few stumps, and a field 
now destitute of other vegetation than sage 
brush. It may be susceptible of cultivation. 
Ifitis the Improvement Company ought to 

roduce a cover of green for it and make it to 
jJlossom as the rose, Until that be done the 
foreground of the view from the front piazza 
will be anything but one to admirs or rest the 
eye. Beyond the hill, at the right, and the 
edge of the sterile plateau in front, a full view 
ishad down the Gardiner River Cafion for 
more than four miles. Over the cliffs and hulls 
on the lower side of the cafion the vision is 
limited by the lofty heads of Thompson’s Peak 
and Mount Stevens, 

To come to the Mammoth Hot Springs and 
not go further into the National Park is to 
have seen only a small part of the beauty of the 
reservation. Yet some of the tourists on ar- 
riving here hesitate to go further, because they 
have to undertake long journeys on horseback 
or 1n wagon over roads that are sometimes 
good, but oftentimes difficult and even danger- 
pus. Having reached the Hot Springs: Hotel it 
hreggeeg f , in order to see the Norris Geyser 

in, the Upper Geyser Basin, and the Lower 
Geysers—including the most wonderful one— 
the Great falls and Cafion ot the Yellowstone, 
fowa Falls and the Gardiner Falls and Cafion, 
to travel by vehicle or on horseback a distance 
ofabout 140 miles. The tour is broken up into 
four stages, and the company holding leases of 
hotel sites on the park has camps at three 
oints. At the fourth thara ic a rnde “shack” 


“where travelers do 
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sta 
in a very primitive fashion during their stop. 
The e made for conveying tourists over 
the cireuit is $25, and it is “done” in six 
days. The time is short, too short, in fact, 
to enable one to enjoy the strange 
scenes with a pro egree of leisure, 
for one s that from the Lower Geyser 
Basin to the Yellowstone Falls—is 40 miles in 
length, and the occasional traveler is sure to 
be so fatigued by it that he can do little climb- 
ing the next day dt the falls and Cafion. The 
rush of visitors has been so great this season 
that it has been found difficult on the part of 
the persons who endeavor to provide trans- 
portation to keep asupply of teams equal to 
the task of dragging loaded wagons over the 
rough mountain roads. As soon as Rufus 
Hatch arrived here with his seventy-odd 
ests he divided them into three parties, the 
rst of which was to be started on Friday, Aug. 
24, the second on the 25th, and the third on 
the 26th. Carriages or wagons were provided 
for about 20 of each party, and the rest were 
to be mounted on ponies, and each detachment 
was to be conducted by a guide well acquainted 
with the roads and capable of attending to the 
wants of all on the way. Having arranged his 
arties, getting all the correspondents into the 
first, in company with all the doctors, two 
lively and companionable Scotchmen, who 
turned out to be famous pedestrians, a Ber- 
liner, and a Viennese, and several ladies who 
proved to be extremely pleasant traveling 
companions, the first evening at the Yellow- 
stone Hotel was given up to asort of formal 
opening of the house. 

It was to be regretted, perhaps, that when 
the opening ceremonies were observed the ho- 
tel that is eventually to cost about $150,000 
was in a sad state of incompleteness. ‘The 
first scratch coat of gray plaster was not yet 
dry on the walls of the dining-room, from 
which the cutlined heads of elk and the horned 
heads of buffalo looked down upon the merry 
party at the table, with Mr. Hatch proudly pre- 
siding at its head. The noble lord of the com- 
pany, who compromised with society by wear- 
ing a coat over his tight-fitting flannel shirt, 
toasted the United States, and afterward 
spoke to the toast to the President, who was 
most cordially cheered and honored in a song. 
An American correspondent spoke to the same 
toast, the orator from Rhode Island let flow 
the torrent of his eloquence in reply to a toast 
to Mr. Hatch; who was also celebrated by the 
singers from abroad and from home as “a 
jolly fellow—which nobody will deny.” 

© other toasts there were responses by the 
Viennese correspondent, by the journalist and 
traveler from London, by the long-legged, 
long-leggined and amiable Parisian Professor. 
Then there were compliments in verse, com- 
posed on the road by the Artist, the Ancient 
Journalist, and the Rising Young Poet from 
London. The guides who linger about the 
piazzas came into the room like privileged 
characters, not stopping to take off their 
heavy boots or remove their spurs, and stood 
back with folded arms and with their car- 
tridge-filled belts and revolvers exposed as re- 
poem, th of the fact that the jolly guests were 
sipping their champagne a long distance away 
from Delmonico’s and the ordinary restraints 
of civilized life. Mr. Cole, tne host’s genial 
manager, was not forgotten iu the general 
speech-making, and bore his honors with 
the meekness to be expected of a man 
who had been for a _ score of years 
an active journalist. The opening exer- 
cises over, the English Barrister, who 
had unwisely stopped to chat with one of the 
pestiferous Aen | English ‘* dudes,” met with 
a fright that wiil long affect his memory of 
this American journey. The youngster had 
secured a six-chambered revolver, loaded it, 
and, under the inspiration of a glass or two 
more of champagne than his head would bear, 
was flourishing 1t about in the hall with the 
evident desire to try it upon sometbing alive, 
“ Put that thin up," shouted the alarmed 
Barrister. ‘* Oh, say now, old chappy, 
what’s the matter 7?’ was the impertinent re- 
sponse, as the nickel-plated weapon was 
flourished carelessly under the Barrister's gray 
beard. The Barrister dodged and sternly re- 
peated his command that the pistol be put up, 
There was again e menacing presentation of it 
by the inflamed ‘‘ dude,” who was suddenly 
surprised by being seized roughly from behind 
by a strong-armed guide, deprived of his 
newly bought revolver, and unceremoniously 
hustled away to be put to bed. 

After the members of the first detachment 
to go through the park had selected the traps 
regarded as necessary for comfort in camp, 
stowed away in trunks the fine clothes regarded 
as indispensable toa decent appearance else- 
where, and made preparations for an early 
breakfast and start, the whole party listened 
to a serenade to Mr. Hatch, and then “‘ turned 
in” under double blankets to sleep profoundly 
in a temperature not far from freezing, and to 
dream of the coming journey and the pleasures 
of “camping out.”

ATTACHING RAILROAD PROPERTY.

The attach- 
ment was granted because the defendant company 
is a foreign corporation. Judge Donohue also 
granted a temporary injunction restraining the 
Denver and New-Orleans Railway Construction 
Company from selling certain shares of its stock.

IN THE JURY-BOX. 
SAMUEL J. RANDALL DOES HIS DUTY LIKE 
A GOOD CITIZEN. 


PHruapEupeiA, Sept. 10.—Among the 50 
jurors who were assembled in the Court of Quarter 
Sessions this morning was a figure in solemn 
black, sitting up against the white painted wall. 

“ Samuel J. Randall,” cailed the orier. 

“ Here,” the response came, in low tones, from 
the solemn figure in black. Ail the jurors except 
tae one who had answere4 were startled into at- 
titudes expressive of the liveliest interest. They 
half rose from their seats, staring round inquiringly 


in the direction of the volce, and fixed their eyes at 
last upon a Ciceronian head, covered with silvery 
hair, bowed upon a strong. fat hand. 

The court crier, who has grown white-haired 
and venerable and semi-deaf in the service of jus- 
tice, had not heard the reply. ** Samuel J. n- 
dall,”’ he repeated, in a tone having a touch of 
querulousness in {t. Then, as if ainew thought had 
struck him. he added, “ Samuel J. Randall, M. D. 
—I mean M. C.” 

The bowed head was roused for an instant, and 
then came a saucy and sharp ** Here, sir;” that 
stuck like apin in the old crier’s ear-drum. and 
m4 classical head went dowa again into the broad 
palm. 

** What’s the matter with him: that he holds his 
head down so?” asked a juror of a Sixth Ward as- 
sociate. ‘I hope he’s not sick.” 

“ He’s solid,” replied the ex-Speaker’s Sixth 
Ward constituent. “I wastalkingto him awhile 
ago. He's goin’ to do his duty like a man, and 
don't you forget it. But he’s so infernal modest,he 
blushes like a girl When he’s stared at.” _ 

The jurors, as if in deference to the ex-Speaker's 
touching modesty, dropped back into their seats. 
Tne ex-Speaker had been invited as a member of 
the Bar to take a seat in the space reserved for 
lawyers. He declined, however, and said that he 
preferred to sit with hisfellow-jurors. The roll 
having been completed, half a dozen of the panel 
had Judge Hare excuse them from service s0 that 
they could attend to private affairs, which, they 
protested, could not be neglected. The mind of 
the Congressman, however, bad been made up 
days ago, and he remained firmly planted in the 
seat of duty. 

When everything had been arranged District 
Attorney Graham, walking over to him, touched 
the bowed head and emilingly said, ** Well, Mr. 
Speaker, I see that we are to have the honor of 
your service.” r 

* Honor?” replied the statesman, bracing up 
with an effort and rising to grasp the hand of the 
prosecuting officer, who was as cool as the weather, 
** you flatter me.” 

“But we do not often have a member of Con- 
gress doing duty in Quarter Sessions juries.” 

“Why not? Hecould exercise no higher privi- 
lege. I think that every man ought to realize that 
fact. Wenhear a good deal nowadays about re- 
form. Why not reform the condition of things 
ufder which so many men who ought to serve on 
juries do not? No man ought to be relieved from 
jury service who cannot present a mighty strong 
reason. For myself I have nosuch reason. I am 
not too old, Iam not too young, I am not too rich, 
Iam not sick. Here Iam; here I stay.” 

The first petit jury drawn did not include Mr. 
Randall. He sat through two hours and a half and 
then a new jury was calied. The very last name 
drawn was thatof Mr. Randall. The ex-Speaker, 
with his glistening black hat pressed gently upward 
under his round chin, stepped down into the box 
and sank into the last seat in the back row. Juror 
No. 1, however. insisted that he should take the 
post of foreman. The statesman demurred, but 
the whole box was instantly up in persuasion 
and politely forced him into the first place. He 
had, altogther, just one hour and five minutes of 
work. Four cases were tried. The statesman 
drank in every word of testimony, and would not 
smile even when a prisoner who was clearly per- 
juting himself was caught in the prosecuting offi- 
cer’s net. He did the unusual thing of suggesting 
three questions to Assistant District Attorney 
Bregg. One of the querries was, as he seemed to 
think, the exact thing to make the prisoner, who 
was testifying in his own defense, convict himself. 
It brought so much testimony, however, of an- 
other kind that the jury was directed by the court 
to bring in a verdict of not guilty. The ex-Speaker 
did not suggest any more questions and the three 
remaining prisoners were convicted.

EARNINGS OF CORPORATIONS. 
THE AMOUNTS ON WHICH TAXES HAVE BEEN 
PAID TO THE CONTROLLER. 

ALBANY, Sept. 10.—Among the corporations 
which have recentiy reported to the Controller 
their gross earnings for the year on which a tax of 
one-half of 1 per cent. is imposed are several of 
the large corporations. Up to the present time 
the total tax paid under the law requiring eorpora- 
tions to pay tax, passed in 1881, is $1,819,003 53. 
But over 75 corporations have not yet reported, 
and it may be safely estimated that $2,500,000 will 
be collected from this tax alone. Last year the 


tax was $1,589.684, which is nearly half the whole 
State tax, exclusive of the school tax. The cor- 
porations which have handed in their returns are 
as follows:

These tables show that there has been very little 
increase of earnings during the year. The New- 
York City and Northern Raliroad increased its 
earnings by $113,754, while the New-Haven and 
Hertford Railroad concern was;able to add only 
$96,401 to its earnings last year. The sea-side ven- 
tures are not apparently prosperous. The Coney 
Island and Brooklyn Railroad gains only $9,989 
over last year, and the Brooklyn and Rockaway 
Beach Railroad only $2,822. The most remarkable 
showing isamong tbe Hudson River steam-boat 
lines. They seem tohave had abad year. The 
Hudson River Line, which controls the day boats, 
bas increased its earnings only $8,689, while the 
Citizens’ Line, which rans night boats from New- 
York to Troy, bas fallen off 1n its earnings by $26,- 
903. The People’s Line, which comprises the night 
boats from New-York to Albany, did not pay auy- 
thing last year, as it claimed to be a New-Jersey 
corporation.

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STILL TRYING THE HAZERS.,

THE COLOR LINE 1N CANADA.

MISHAPS 70 MARINERS. 
STORIES OF WRECKS AND DISASTERS—LIVELY 
EXPERIENCE OF A BARK. 

Hauirax, Nova Scotia. Sept. 10.—A tele- 
gram from Barrington states that the schooner 
Restless is being towed into that port full of water, 
dismasted, and with bodies in the cabin, The 
Restless belongs to Lunenburg. 

Eight men belonging to the schooner Madonne, 
of Catalina, Newfoundland. arrived from Lanen- 
burg and left for home to-day per steamer Cas- 
pian. The Madonne broke trom her moorings on 
the Grand Banks during the gale of Aug. 30 and 
drifted acrogs the bows of a French bark, carrying 


away her mainmast. The Captain and three men 
left in a dory witn the hope of boarding the bark, 
but they have not since been heard of. The re- 
maining eight men were taken off by a schooner 
and Janded at Lunenburg. The Madonne has since 
been towed into St. John by the American schooner 
W. E. McDonald. 

There are now in port for repairs two steamers 
four barks, one brigantine, and one schooner, all 
of which were more or less injured dumng the gale. 

The bark Chapman. of Brahestad. Finland, which 
put in here last evening, while on her voyage from 
Pensacola to Amsterdam, reports a terrible expe- 
rience. The vessel sailed from Pensacola on July 20 
with a cargo of pitch pine timber. On Aug. 28 stormy 
weather set in, and the following day the wind in- 
creased in fury, blowing a gale from east-south- 
In the evening it had become 
a hurricane and a tremendous cross-sea was run- 
ning, frequently washing over the bark’s bowsprit, 
which, with all attached to it, was carried away at 
the Knighthead. Soon after the foremast went, 
breaking seven feet from the deck. The maintop- 
gallantmast and gear got underthe ship’s bottom, 
but was cutclear. The bulwarks on the port side 
and one boat were smashed. The topgaliant yard 
was rigged fora jurymast, and the bar® arrived 
off Halifax on Saturday and was taken in tow by a 
steam-tug yesterday.

BELIEVING 7HA1 Dk. JONES WILL 
- SOON BE HEARD FROM. 
@BE MOTHER AND WIFS CONFIDENT THAT 
OVERWORK AND MENTAL ‘ROUBLE 
HAVE CAUSED TEMPORARY. INSANITY.

Bripeerrort. Conn., Sept. 9.—In a modest 
two-story frame house in Washington-avenue, the 


centre of the aristocracy and culture of this busy 
manufacturing city, lives Mrs. E. 8. W. Jones, 
widow of Henry Jones, the gentleman who was so 
frequently mistaken for the late rebel General, Rob- 
ert E. Lee. She is the daughter of Noah Webster, 
the lexicographer, and the mother of Dr. Henry 
Webster Jones, of Chicago, whose disappearance 
from that city has created so great a scandal. 
With her at the present time is Anna M. W. Jones, 
the wife of the doctor, and the lady whom he is 
reported to have deserted for a Mrs. Bigelow, of 
Chicago. The house is the one in which the only 
child born to Dr. and Mrs. Jones breathed its last, 
while a mere infant. There also lives Daniel J. 
Day, who married the sister of Dr. Jones. Both 
the mother and wife are very much depressed over 
the scandalous stories which have been put 
in circulation, and the mother is so prostrated 
that she is unable to control herself, and will 
see not even her most intimate friends. The 
wife, however, bears up better under her grief, as 
she is sustained by a faitn in her husband and a 
belief that the stories which have been circulated 


are untrue in if not in their entirety. For 
over 24 years ae hes been a faithful wife to him, 
ah has been, she says, a devoted, loving, and 
duigent husband. She is a prepossessing lady of 
nbgut 0 yea 40 years, of fine figure and graceful carriage,

A STAGE BRIDG& GIVES WAY.

SIX PERSONS INJURED AT THE FOURTEENTH- 
STREET THEATRE. 

A serious accident, which just escaped being 
fatal to several persons, occurred at Colville’s 
Fourteenth-Street Theatre Syesterday afternoon. 
A rehearse! was in progress of * Othello,” in which 
George Edgar was to appear in the evening. At 
the opening of the second act a ‘* practical bridge” 
is raised to the rear of the etage for the accommo- 
dation of the mob which greets Desdemona in 
Cyprus. The entire stage of the Fourteenth-Street 
Theatre, Mr. Colville says, is new, ana this bridge, 
which is part of the new stage, has sustained the 
weight of an elephant. It did not sustain the 
weight of 10 people yesterday. At 11:45 in the 
morning, Miss Elsie Wilson, the Desdemona of the 
play, stepped upon the platform and passed over. 
She was followed by the supernumeraries who com- 
prised her attendants. As she stepped from the 
platform to the stage and turned to address ber first 


words to Cassio a craskling sound was heard, and 
suddenly the apront on the bridge disappeared from 
sight. Miss Wilton, as soon as she had recovered 
from her astonishment, rushed to the space where 
the bridge had been, ‘and peering over (he vpen 
gap, saw a crowd of people struegling in a heap in 
the cellar 20 feet below. She at once gave the 
alarm, and ambulances were summoned from the 
New-York Hospital in Fifteenth-street. Thestring- 
ers of the bridge had given way beneath the weight 
of avout 10 of the supernumeraries. When the 
ambulances arrived only two persons were found 
io a condition to make use of them. ‘These were 
J. W. Brawley, of No. 124 Sixth-avenue, who was 
taken to the New-York Hospital, and Frederick 
Pryce, the Captain of the supernumeraries, who 
was taken to St. Vincent’s Hospital. 

Mrs. Katie La Forest, of No. 1138 West Fifteenth- 
street, was on the bridge when the stringers gave 
way, and was precipitated to the cellar. She was 
almost in the centre of the bridge and in such a po- 
sition that when.she fell the others dropped direct- 
ly on her. She was picked up unconscious and 
carried to her home, which is just across the street 
from the stage door, Mrs. La Forest had a broken 
rib, her spine was injured, and the doctor thought 
that she had sustained internal injuries. She 
hasa blind husband anda little boy 8 years old, 
and the cries and lamentations of these as she 
was laid upon her bed werepitiable. It is believed 
that Mrs. La Forest will live, but her injuries 
will be permanent and she will never again be able 
toappear on the stage. Last night she was easy 
and able totalk. Sheis 25 years old, and was a 
Miss Shaw, of Providence, where she was married, 
and where she has played soubrette parts. She 
leftthe stage, but in January, 1880, her husband, 
while property man at the Pittsburg Opera-house, 
lost his sight by an explosion of chemicals, and 
since then she has supported him and their son Wil- 
lie. The child has played in the * White Slave"’ and 
as Sehneiderin * Fritz."’ Frederick Pryce, who was 
taken to St. Vineent’s Hospital, bad his ankle 
dislocated by his fail from the bridge, but he will 
be able to be about inafew days. J. W. Brawley 
bad the four outer smali bones of the right foot 
crushed. Thomas Ryan, of No. 8 Bowery, had his 
forehead severely cut. He was taken to the New- 
York Hospital and sent home after his wound had 
been dressed, Thomas Monahan, of No. 151 West 
Fifteenth-street, received a contusion on the side, 
and Augustus Nelson a contusion on the back and 
right leg. Both.were treated at the New-York 
Hospital and were able to go home after their 
wounds had been dressed. 

The accident did not interfere with the perform- 
ance at the Fourteenth-Street Theatre last night. 
Mr. Colville gave orders that the wounded persons 
should ve cared for at bis expense, a new corps of 
supernumeraries was engaged, and a new bridge 
was constructed to take the place of that which 
had been broken. Referring to the accident, Mr. 
Coiville said toa Times reporter: ‘‘It was one of 
those things which po ordinary foresigot could 
have prevented. I certainly supposed the bridge 
was safe enough, and it has stood under a much 
greater weight than was on it this morning when 
it went down. It is an unfortunate occurrence, 
but I can’t see how it could have been ayoided.”’

THE SCHOOLS REOPENED. 


A FAIR ATTENDANCE OF PUPILS, 
NEW SCHOOLS. 

Thousands of boys and girls could be seen 
yesterday morning hurrying along the sidewalks 
with books and slates under their arms. It was 
school-opening day, and the youngsters, with rested 
minds and willing hearts, resumed theirstudies for 
the ensuing school term. In some' schools there 
was a falling off inthe attendance compared with 


last year, owing to many of the pupils 
being still in the country with their parents, 
but in other echools the attendance was 
fully up to the average“ on opening day. 
At Grammar School No. 50, in Twentieth-street, 
near Third avenue, there was a full attendance. 
and between 500 and 600 children sat down to their 
studies. In the primary department. in the same 
building, however, not more than 300 children en- 
tered the school, about 45 less than the number 
that sat down to their lessons on the first Monday 
of September, 1882. At Grammar School No. 40, at 
No, 225 East Twenty-third-street, all who ap- 
plied were taken in, and in the primary de- 
partment 446 pupils attended, 125 of whom were 
children who had not been to school before. In 
the Nineteenth Ward there were muny applicants 
for aamission to the sehools. Hundreds of chil- 
dren marched into the building of the grammar 

and primary schools at No. 225 East Fifty-seventh- 
street, and the rooms of the primary school et No. 
996 First-avenue were crowded with young ones in 
search of instruction. 

Three large schools are being built in the upper 
part of the City—two in the Nineteenth Ward snd 
one in the Tweltth. They will be of Philadelphia 
pressed brick, and are calculated to be large 
enough to seat all the school children that may 
apply. They will be completed withinavear. The 
new schools inthe Nineteeth Ward will be situ- 
ated, one in First-avenue, between Eighty-fifth and 
Eighty sixth streets, and the other at Lexington- 
avenue and Sixty-eighth street. The new Tweifth 
Ward schoo! will be at the north-east corner of 
Avenue A and One Hundred and Nineteenth-street.

OWNERSHIP OF WARD'S ISLAND. 

The City of New-York has entered into a 
contract with Dwight H. Olmstead to purchase all 
the property on Ward's Island now owned by pri- 
vate parties, except the road and water rights. 
The amount to be paid by the City is $250 per lot, 
and there are 269 city;lots represented by Mr. 
Olmstead. Jesse Oakleyowns about 50 city lots 
on the island, and he has agreed to sell them to 


the City forthe price fixed upon by Mr. Olmstead. 
This land is sola to the City under chapter 679 
of the Laws ef 1872,which authorizes the purchase. 
Prior to 1806 Great Barn Island, which is now 
known as Ward’s Island, was owned by John 
Molanar and William Lowndes, Molanar owned 
the north-east, and Lowndes the south-west, half 
of the island. In 1806 Molanar conveyed bis half 
of the island to Bartholomew Ward, and Lowndes 
sold his half to Jasper Ward. ‘The island then 
became known as Ward's Island ‘from 
the two brothers who owned it. In the 
following year, by a system of transfers, 
the island became the possession of Bartholomew 
and Jasper Ward, Richard, Abraham R.. and Sam- 
uel Lawrence. It was laid off in roads, with a 
square inthe centre, the intention of the owners 
being to sell the land on each road for couutry 
residences. This scheme, however, did not work 
well, and finally ali the island, with tne exception 
of seven of the original lots, passed into the pos- 
session of the City of New-York. These seven 
orginal lots comprise the lands which the City has 
just contracted to buy, so that the entire island 
now, with the exception of the roads and the 
water rights may be eonsidered as belonging to the 
City. The water rights and the roads are owned 
by the heirs of the original owners of the property.

A SEA CAPTAIN'S LAW FXPERIENCHE. 

Samuel Lewis, a Swedish sea Captain, depos- 
ited several hundred dollars in the Seaman's Sav- 
ings Bank in trust for his daughter, and while he 
was staying temporarily in Kansas he intrusted 
George Andrews with a check on the bank for 
$150, telling him to send the money by express. 
Andrews called at the bank to draw the money, 


but says be was advised to send a certificate of de- 
posit instead of cash, whieh, he claims, he did. 
Lewis, receiving no money. telegraphed to the 
bank asking whether Andrews bad been puid any 
money, and was informed that he had been paid. 
Capt. Lewis came to New-York in Julv and charge 

Andrews with receiving the money. The Jat- 
ter, however, claimed that he had mailed 
a certificate of deposit to Lewis. and the 
Captain bad him arrested. Andrews was 
discharged, after an examination, and brought 
suit against Lewis in the City Court for 
faise imprisonment. The Captain was arrested 
and imprisoned 24 days. Judgment for $162 was 
recovered against Lewis, and he recently brought 
an action in the Superior Court against the bank 
to recover $5,000 damages, alleging that he was 
misled by the telegram which he had received from 
it and on the strength of which he had caused An- 
drews's arrest. Yesterday Judge 
granted a motion for leave to have the complaint 
in the action served upon the bank, a default hay- 
ing been taken after the service of the summons.

THE GOODWIN BEATEN BY THE BROTHERS 


IN A TWENTY-MILE RACE. 


A number of yachtsmen of South Brooklyn 
gathered at Frank Bates’s club-house, at the foot 
of Thirty-seventh-street, in that city, yesterday 
morning, to witness a race between the yachts 
Bernard Goodwin and The Brothers. The Good- 
win is owned by T. H. Mueller, of this City, and 
The Brothers belongs at Communipaw and is 
owned by William Murphy. Both are open jib- 
and-mainsail yachts. The Goodwin measured 19 
feet 944 inches, her opponent 18 feet 634 inches, 
and each had been newly fitted up for the race, 
whieh was for $400, each owner putting up 
$200. Capt. Ira Smith sailed The Brothers 
and Capt. Snedeker was at the helm 


of the Goodwin. John Nobles and_ ex- 
Commodore James Sweeny were the judges. 
The course was from a stake-boat off Thirty-sev- 
enth-street, Brooklyn, to Robbin’s Reef, thence 
around Fort Lafayette, and return to the stake- 
boat. This was sailea over twice, making a dis- 
tance of 20 miles. The Goodwin crossed the line 
at 1:43:21, The Brothers following at 1:44:28. 
Both yachts took a short eourse for Kobbin’s Reef 
and the Goodwin kept the lead. She rounded the 
reef first at 2:11:36 and The Brothers at 2:12;45. 
The Goodwin then ran across and hugged the Fort 
Hamilton side. The breeze, which had been quite 
brisk from the north-east, at this point died down. 
By close tacking the Goodwin got around at 3:08:15, 
and then, taking advantage of a south breeze 
which had sprung up, bowled rapidly for a time up 
the Bay. Soon, however, she reached a point mid- 
way between a good wind from the north, which 
blew down the river, and a south wind that was 
blowing on the Lower Bay. Here she lay until The 
Brothers, which had not rounded the Fort until 
8:16:51, came up to _ her, 
breeze. Then the north wind got the advantage 

and both yachts sailed alittle faster up coward 
the stake-boat, The Brothers having gained the 
lead. The stake-boat was passed by The Brothers at 
4:26:23, and by the Goodwin at 4:32:04. The sec- 
ond time around, the breeze holding good, nearly 
the same relative positions were held by the yachts, 
The Brothers wiuning the race. The actual time 
was as follows: Brothers, 4:54:17; Goodwin,
